Tk« Bacar-RoUcrj Caae.1 


On the afternoon of Monday, March 1, 


Joel L. Hobinwn.who hailed fromNiantic 
township, while in Decatnr became ac- 
quainted with Jacob H. Billett, a farm 
hand in the employ of Jacob Keester, of 
Hickory townsaip. Billett and Robinson 
took a walk together, and when the twain 
had got behind the old Strailey building 
on East Main street, Robinson whipped 
out a glistening razor, grasped Billett by 
the collar of his coat, and compelled him 
to give up his $3.50 watch and other val- 
uables he had on his person. The men 
parted soon after, Robinson telling Billett 
that it he squealed on him he would kill 
him on light. That same afternoon Rob- 
inson was arrested and lodged in the 
county jaiK On yesterday the prisoner 
had a preliminary examination before 
Justice Curtis, and was held to the May 
term of court in bonds of $200. State's 
Attorney Buckingham appeared for the 
People, and W. C. Johns, Esq., for the 
prisoner. The room was crowded full of 
witnesses and spectators, and the trial did 
not end until nearly 6 o'clock. William 
and Rachel Anderson, father and mother 
of the (prisoner, Andrew Robinson, bin 
brother, and the wife of the prisoner 
were present, and by their testimony 
attempted to substantiate the alleged fact 
that Joel was insane and not responsible 
for his acts. The fact of the robbery was 
not denied. The father stated that back 
m Indiana, while Andrew and Joel were 
driving an ox team along a steep hillside, 
the oxen became stubborn, uud Andrew, 
who had a four-pound Indian hatchet 
made of stone, in hind, huiled the same 
at the animals, but that the hatchet struck 
Joel on the back of his head, making a 
dreadful wound, and a scar that he wonld 
carry to his grave. Joel has since that 
lime acted very strangely, and it was 
generally thought that he was out of his 
head. The prisoner testified that he had 
no recollection whatever of the circum- 
stances connected with the robbery, bnt 
he did recollect coming to town on the 
1st inst. and borrowing 25 cents of a man 
in opera house block; that he then
